EARTHQUAKE AT HONGKONG, 

To the Editor of the “Cama Mai.” 

Hongkong, April 6, 1879. 
_&it,—Your morning contemporary in no- 
ticing the severe earthquake which recently 
occurred at Shanghai is anxious to know if 
any of its effects were folt at this port. I 
had a most extraordinary experiencé’on the 


distinctly traceable to earthquake pheno- 
mena. On. returning home. { observed a 
curious waving movement of the ground, 
which finally oulminated in the road appa- 
rently getting’ up and hitting me a tremen- 
dous blow on the nose, collapsing me as if| 
shot.. I picked myself up with some diffi- 
culty and the assistanoe of a Sikh constable; 
but quite at a loss to. realize the situation. 
T have not the slightest doubt now, judging 
from the state of my head next mornin; 
(earthquake disturbances I  understan 
affect ‘people that way) but that a terrific 
wave passed close to, Hongkong, ond that 
after our many misfortunes we but narrowly 
escaped the fate of Lisbon and Manila,

‘of a law, which made them liable toa penalty 
if they stored more than 50 gallons at a 
time; but the conviction under review has 

‘ome on them like a thunder-clap, and will 
completely stop the retail trade in Kerosine 
oil among the Chinesee 

The damé law, as I take it, applies to 
consumers of this oil as to sellers; a liceuce 
must'be got before o householder can keep 
any oil on the premises,
